The pressut rosd
goes over the hill aod has oo both
sides grades that are from 12 to 21 per
ceut rendoring it slmost impossible
for n loaded tesm to pass over it
There ix considerable travel over the
rond by reason of the extensive min-
ing operations in the Galice distriet
and the Dbetterment of this road has
becoms & necessity. The opening of
this road will be ander the supervis-
fon of Coonty OCommissioner C. F.
Lovelsce, who will pat & foree of men
at work as soon a8 the weather is
sottled,

County Judge J. O, Booth desires
the aopouncmot made that he will
not be a candidate for re.election.
His health hag been somewhat impalr-
ed the past year sod he wishes to be
free to take a possible extended trip
this Sommer and an eotire rest from
both official doties and freedom from
business cares. He has been requested
by many promioent men, both demo-.
crats and republicsns, to permit the
ose of his name ue 0 candidate bot he
feals that he most dwcline the honor
though deeply appreciating the oonfl-
denc ' that his friends in both political
parties have in him,

It is now definitely understood that
Coonty Commission C. F. Lovelace
has consented to be a caodidate for
re slection. To his friends, in re-
spouse to their inquiries he said he
would make no effort to secure the
office again, but if the citizens of the
connty were so well satisfied with his
work as commissioner as to desire his
services for another term that be
would acoept the honor, if elected, and
would give the doties of the position
his glosest nttention.

the work for from 20 to 40 per ceot
less than could have been had by con-
tract. He {s eredited with being able
to get wore work out of a orew of
men, and do 1t withoat any show of
authority, thas aoy other man who
has worked on the rosds of Josephine
coppty, Mr., Lovelace is & strong ad-
vocate of good roads and be has very
practical ideas on the snbject, For
soveral years past he has been reading
all the poblications bearing on the
subject sod he {8 pow one of the best
posted men in Josephine county on the
methods of modern rosd buoilding.
The good romas advooates generally
throughout the coanty regardless of
politics are favoring Commissioner
Lovelaoe's re-slection and sz this ele-
ment are uow & big factor in county
affairs their wish will quite probably
be made effective by the eleotion of
Mr. Lovelace.
